TORONTO.  Oct.  15.  —  Oreat 
Britain's  Labor  Prime  Minister 
established  himself  on  Canadian 
soil  today.  Shortly  alter  noon  he 
crossed  ties  white  line  on  the  Inter- 
national Bridge  at  Niagara  Falls, 
whlrh  marked  the  British  Empire 
again.  And.  In  the  evening,  he 
walked  through  cheering  thousands 
at  the  Union  8tatlon  here,  boarded 
a  motor  car  and  was  taken  to  the 
residence  of  Hon.  W.  D  Ross.  Lleu- 
tenant-Oovemor  of  the  province  of 
Ontario.  There,  he  and  his  daugh- 
ter Ishbel.  as  well  as  some  members 
of  the  Prime  Minister's  party,  will 
be  guests  for  tonight,  and  tomorrow 
night  Mr.  MacDonald*  visit  to  this 
?ity  ends. 

NO  POLITICS 

Sneaking  at  a  luncheon  which  was 
tendered  him  by  the  Victoria  Park 
Committee.  Just  after  he  entered 
Canada,  Mr.  MacDonald  said  "1  am 
dealing  with  no  politics.  I  do  not 
represent  a  political  party  here,  but 
a  nation.  Personally  I  am  encour- 
aged by  cables  thai  I  rereive  to  feel 
thai  I  am  here  representing  thej 
brttl5h  Empire." 

On  the  special  Canadian  National 
train  which  brought  the  Prime 
MinlsLer  from  Niagara  Falls  to 
Toronto  Mr  MacDonald  met  Cana- 
dian newspapermen  for  a  few 
minutes  He  emphasised  once  more 
that  hln  visit  to  President  Hoover 
was  primarily  one  of  good  will  for 
the  main  purpose  of  creating  an 
atmosphere  which  would  bring 
tangible  steps  towsrd  peace  and  dis- 
armament. 

The  press  should  not  expect  any 
announcement  as  a  result  of  the 
visit,  he  asserted.  He  had  simply 
come  to  the  United  States,  had  a 
friendly  and  Informal  series  of  dis- 
cussions with  President  HooveT  and 
between  them  they  had  progressed 
to  a  point  where  a  proper  atmos- 
phere for  further  negotiations  pre- 
vailed.

RATE  REDUCTIONS 
ARE  SOIGHT  FOR 


OTTAWA.  Oct.  13— An  appeal  to 
the  Dominion  cabinet  for  an  esten- 
»lon  cf  the  reductions  in  freight 
rates  on  grain  and  grain  product* 
westbound,  was  brought  by  the 
United  Farmers  of  British  Colum- 
bia in  the  Privy  Council  chamber 
today.  There  was  practically  a  full 
attendance  of  the  cabinet,  which 
was  asked  to  Instruct  the  Board  of 
Railway  Commissioners  to  amend 
Its  general  order  No  448  to  sbollsh 
the  mountain  differential,  to  put 
British  Columbia  on  the  same  rate 
basis  on  westbound  shipment*  as 
east  bound  grain,  to  abolish  •'theoret- 
ical mileage"  where  distances  vsry 
between  the  two  railways  and  to  re- 
duce rates  on  fruits  from  British 
Columbia  to  prairie  point*  to  the 
same  comparative  basis  as  rates  be- 
tween points  In  Eastern  Canada  of 
equal  milesge.  Argument  will  con- 
tinue tomorrow. 

PETITION  PROTESTED 

Another  petition,  which  varies 
only  slightly  from  that  of  the 
United  Farmers,  from  the  govern- 
ments of  British  Columbia.  Alberta 
and  Saskatchewan,  was  on  the  table, 
but  on  a  protest  from  the  Govern- 
ment or  Manitoba,  the  City  of  Win- 
nipeg, the  Winnipeg  Board  of  Trade, 
and  the  Government  of  Ontario,  on 
the  ground  that  British  Columbia's 
appeal  had  not  been  received  In  time 
to  permit  counsel  to  prepare  their 
case,  it  waa  argued  that  the  hearing 
should  be  postponed  until  about  De- 
cember IB.

15.— Hon.  N.  8.  Lougheed.  Minister 
of  Public  Works,  speaking  before 
250  persons  at  luncheon  here  today, 
following  the  conclusion  of  the  Oood 
Roads  League  of  British  Columbia 
convention,  was  accorded  a  mag- 
nificent reception. 

The  minister  stressed  the  need  of 
good  roads  and  location  of  them  in 
the  proper  place  to  avoid  curves.

clauses  under  which  it  set  up  a 
system  of  licensing  of  fish  canneries. 

British  Columbia  fishermen  of 
Japanese  origin  and  the  provinces 
of  British  Columbia.  Ontario  and 
Quebec  were  respondents  In  the 
action. 

QUESTION  OF  RIGHTS 

The  case  originated  when  a  Brit- 
ish Columbia  canning  company, 
which  had  no  Dominion  licence, 
was  prosecuted  but  acquitted  on  the 
ground  the  sections  were  ultra  vires. 
The  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  con- 
curred, when  It  was  argued  by 
counsel  for  British  Oolumola  that 
once  a  fish  was  caught,  It  was  le- 
gally the  property  of  the  person 
catching  It.  and  the  question  be- 
came one  of  property  and  civil 
rights.  On  that  ground  It  was  con- 
tended successfully  that  the  Do- 
minion Oovernment.  under  the 
B.N. A-  Act.  had  no  Jurisdiction  over 
subsequent  disposal  of  the  fish. 

Their  lordships  pointed  out  the 
appellant — the  Dominion  Oovern- 
ment— contends  that  "sea  coast  and 
international  fisheries"  covers  regu- 
lation of  cannery  and  curing  either 
ashore  or  afloat,  and  that  the  Im- 
position of  a  licensing  system  wis 
therefore  Justified. 

The  appellant  seek*  for  the  word 
fisheries.  In  the  B  N.A  Act.  a  defi- 
nition of  r.uch  amplitude  that  will 
cover  the  operations  carried  out 
upon  fish  when  caught  for  the  pur- 
pose of  converting  them  into  a 
marketable  commodity.  Their  lord- 
ships believed  the  contention  In  this 
respect  was  not  well  founded. 

The  fact  that  in  earlier  fishing 
legislation,  raising  no  question  of 
legislative  competence,  matters  are 
dealt  with  not  strictly  within  any 
ordinary  definition  of  '  fishery"  af- 
fords no  ground  for  putting  an  un- 
natural construction  upon  the 
words:  "sea  coast  and  Inland  fish- 
eries." the  Judgment  said.  In  their 
lordships'  opinion  the  trade  pro- 
cesses whereby  fish  are  converted 
Into  a  marketable  commodity  can- 
not, upon  any  reasonable  principle, 
be  brought  within  the  scope  of  the 
subject. 

NOT  NECESSARY  INCIDENTAL 

The  second  point  made  by  the 
appellant  was  that  licensing  was  a 
necessary  Incidental  to  effective 
legislation  on  this  subject.  "It  Is 
not  obvious  that  any  licensing  sys- 
tem Is  a  necessary  incidental  to  ef- 
fective fishery  legislation  and  no 
material  has  been  placed  before  the 
Canadian  Supreme  Court  or  this 
board  establishing  a  necessary 
connection  between  the  two  subject 
matters,"  the  Judgment  said. 

"In  their  lordships'  opinion, 
therefore,  the  Impugned  sections 
deal  with  matters  not  within  the 
legislative  competence  of  the  Do- 
minion, and  cannot  be  supported." 

Turning  to  the  special  fishery 
regulations  for  British  Columbia, 
their  lordships  rem  irked  their 
validity  was  not  attacked,  but  their 
construction  was  only  In  question 
There  was  no  express  provision  for 
withholding  a  licence  when  a  qu Hi- 
lled applicant  submits  a  qualified 
application  and  pays  a  small  fee; 
and  In  their  lordships'  opinion 
there  was  nothing  in  the  regula- 
tions giving  rise  to  the  necessary 
Implication  that  the  minister  had 
discretion  to  grant  or  withhold  a 
licence.  Their  lordships  agree  with 
the  answer  of  the  majority  of  the 
Canadian  8upreme  Court  to  this 
question. 

"In  result,  therefore,  the  appeal 
falls  and  should  be  dismissed."  the 
judgment  continued  "Their  Lord- 
ships will  humbly  advise  His 
Majesty  accordingly.  In  accordance 
with  the  usual  practice  there  will 
be  no  costs  of  appeal  as  between 
appellant  and  respondent  Attorney  - 
General,  but  respondent  fisherman 
will  have  their  cor-ts  of  appeal."

The  speaker  enumerated  the 
causes  underlying  the  breach  in  re- 
lations between  the  Italian  Btate 
and  the  Vatican,  and  spoke  of  the 
success  of  Premier  Mussolini  In  at- 
taining the  restoration  of  relations 
between  the  Papal  authorities  and 
the  Italian  kingdom. 

"Recognizing  that  one  of  the  basic 
factors  In  Rome's  prosperity  was 
the  fact  that  it  was  the  centre  of 
authority  In  the  Roman  Catholic 
world.  Mussolini  sei  his  Indomitable 
will  to  the  problem  of  attaining  a 
permanent  accord  with  the  Vatican 
On  the  other  hand,  the  Pope  had 
no  Intention  or  desire  to  pose  as  a 
temporal  power:  but  to  remain  free 
as  head  of  the  church  he  must  re- 
main free  of  temporal  domination 
of  any  kind."  he  said. 

PRACTICAL  POLK  I 

Father  Wood  believed  that  the 
restoration  of  relations  between  the 
Vatican  and  the  Italian  state  was 
done  by  Mussolini  as  a  practical 
policy  for  the  benefit  of  the  Italian 
people,  and  was  accepted  by  the 
Pope  as  an  adequate  solution  of  the 
situation. 

"Mussolini  Is  an  extremely  strong 
and  efficient  administrator  Up  to 
now  he  has  done  wonders  What  he 
will  do  in  the  future,  of  course.  1 
do  not  know."  the  speaker  said. 

The  speaker  said  he  greatly  en- 
Joyed  and  highly  valued  his  mem- 
bership In  the  Klwanls  Club.  "I  re- 
gard the  service  clubs  idea  as  a 
medium  by  which  the  larger  aspect 
of  our  professions  and  businesses  is 
brought  home  to  us.

Oreat  Britain,  the  United  States 
and  Japan  agreed  to  maintain  the 
status  quo  with  respect  to  their 
naval  bases  In  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

The  construction  placed  upon  the 
official  attitude  here  is  that  Mr 
MacDonald  may  consult  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie King  with  respect  to  Halifax, 
rather  In  prospect  of  the  coming 
London  conference,  than  as  a  result 
of  his  conversations  with  President 
Hoover.

The  resolution  was  one 
that  originated  with  the  Native 
Sons,  but  found  a  sponsor  in  the 
New  Westminster  City  CounclL  II 
says: 

THE  RESOLUTION 

Be  it  resolved  tliat  this  Orand 
post  Native  Sons  of  British  Co- 
lumbia respectfully  draw  the  at- 
tention of  the  Union  of  Munic- 
ipalities to: 

"1.  The  vital  necessity  for  ex- 
port control  of  the  forests  of  the 
watersheds,  scenic  areas,  park- 
lands  and  woodlands  of  the 
municipalities : 

"J.  The  practicability  of  form- 
ing a  Joint  department  forest 
service  whereby  the  expert 
handling  s>nd  control  of  all 
civic  forests  and  woodlands  may 
be  attained 

"3  The  feaslbiUty  of  putting 
these  forests  and  woodlands  on 
a  profit-yielding  basis. 

"4.  The  desirability  and  fea- 
sibility of  utilising  the  civic 
forests  and  woodlands  for  the 
purpose  of  training  the  rising 
generations: 

"ia)  in  the  duties  of  ordinary 
cruisers,  loggers,  lumbermen, 
fire  wardens,  etc. 

"'bi  With  the  aid  of  elemen- 
tary school  education  and  sub- 
sequent college  courses  in  sys- 
tematic botany,  plant  biology, 
ecology  and  pathology  fitting 
the  rising  generations  for  find- 
ing employment  In  the  develop- 
ment, conservation,  regeneration 
and  utilisation  of  one  of  Can- 
ada's great  national  resources. 
Instead  of  having  to  seek  a 
living  elsewhere. 

"Be  it  therefore  resolved  that 
the  said  Grand  Post  respectfully 
urge  the  said  Union  of  Munic- 
ipalities In  taking  the  above 
matters  under  consideration  and 
to  seek  the  advice  and  counsel 
of  outstanding  authorities  on 
forestry  matters." 

EXPERTS  OPINION 
Dr.  E.  D.  Howe.  Dean  of  the 
Faculty  of  Forestry.  University  of 
Toronto,  in  writing  Mr  Pemberton. 
said  of  the  subject  of  municipal 
forests  that  it  had  been  demon- 
strated successfully.  Oolng  back 
several  hundred  years  In  Europe, 
certain  French  and  Swiss  communi- 
ties were  tax  free  because  of  the 
returns  from  their  forest*  which 
paid  all  the  municipal  expenses. 

Fort  William  was  Instanced  as  the 
only  Canadian  municipality  that 
had  taken  steps  to  develop  its 
watershed  and  on  the  basis  of  forest 
management. 

"I  believe  that  the  Association  of 
the  Native  Sons  of  British  Colum- 
bia has  hit  upon  a  great  Idea  in  the 
community  development  of  the 
Province,  and  I  wish  them  the 
strength  of  purpose  and  tenacity  to 
carry  it  out.  Future  generations 
will  rise  up  and  call  them  blessed.'' 
said  Dean  Howe. 

He  approved  the  Idea  of  grouping 
of  municipal  holdings,  for  purpose 
of  engaging  a  technically  trained 
forester  He  also  approved  of  the 
Idea  that  In  the  preliminary  stages 
at  least  the  advice  Of  the  provincial 
Forest  Branch  be  secured  In  Brit- 
ish Columbia  he  said.  "You  have  a 
fine  staff  of  technical  foresters;

Temperamental  people  and  dreamers  may 
extract  a  good  deal  of  satisfaction  from  the  Joint 
statement  by  Mr  Ramsay  Mac  Donald  and  Presi- 
dent Hoover  of  the  United  States,  about  their 
conversations  at  Washington  and  Rapldan.  The 
statement,  however,  when  examined  by  the 
logician.  Is  clothed  in  somewhat  ambiguous 
language  It  goes  Into  detail  In  no  particular, 
and,  In  effect,  la  a  roundelay,  In  prose  of  pious 
hopes.  No  one  doubts  that  the  conversations 
were  harmonious.  In  theory  the  hearts  of  the 
two  politicians  beat  in  unison;  In  practice,  how- 
ever, there  are  a  variety  of  considerations  that 
must  govern  the  ultimate  result  of  anything  de- 
cided upon  as  an  outcome  of  Mr.  MacDonald's 
visit  to  this  continent  Whatever  was  the  real 
basis  of  the  conversations— and  that  has  not  been 
divulged— the  question  remains  of  what  other 
Powers  will  do. 

President  Hoover  says  that  the  United  States 
"will  .never  consent  to  become  entangled  In 
European  diplomacy."  Mr.  MacDonald  gays: 
"Oreat  Britain  ls  resolved  to  pursue  a  policy  of 
active  co-operation  with  her  European  neigh- 
bors." These  two  statements  do  not  dovetail  as 
they  affect  the  respect rve  attitudes  of  the  two 
countries  towards  the  rest  of  the  Powers  of  the 
world.  The  United  States  has  shut  and  bolted 
and  barred  her  door  against  the  League  of  Na- 
tions. This  means  that  the  League  cannot  speak 
in  the  name  of  all  the  nations.  It  means, 
moreover,  that  there  are  still  to  be  concerts  of 
powers  Instead  of  what  could  be  termed  world 
action,  and  Mr.  Ramsay  MacDonald  has  sub- 
scribed to  this  principle  himself  by  his  Invitations 
for  a  five-Power  Naval  Conference  to  discuss 
naval  limitations  on  the  basis  of  the  proposed 
Anglo-American  naval  agreement.  Thus  the  pres- 
ent British  Prime  Minister  hardly  puts  the  hall 
mark  of  sincerity  on  his  Internationalism. 

Much  has  been  made  of  the  fact  that  the 
latest  conversations  between  Oreat  Britain  and 
the  United  States  have  been  carried  on  In  a  way 
which  ls  opposed  to  the  old  diplomacy.  All  those 
In  Ignorance  of  the  details  of  those  conversa- 
tions, and  that  means  practically  everybody,  will 
be  disposed  to  doubt  whether  such  a  thing  as 
open  diplomacy  exists.  The  conversations  were 
•  frank  and  courageous."  So  they  were,  and  per- 
haps even  more  so,  on  the  Field  of  the  Cloth  of 
Oold.  In  fact.  In  the  Utter  case  the  people 
knew  at  once  what  was  proposed,  while  now  they 
have  to  wait  until  the  actual  agreement  Is  dis- 
cussed from  a  variety  of  angles  which  could  be 
only  touched  upon  superficially  by  the  chief 
figures  In  the  conversations.  There  were  never 
conversations  Invested  by  so  much  speculation 
as  to  their  character.  Ink  has  flowed  by  the 
ton  and  the  situation  has  glistened  with  the 
glamour  of  a  publicity  never  hitherto  accorded 
to  such  a  meeting.  The  man  in  the  street,  how- 
ever, has  more  thoughts  than  words,  and  he  ls 
wondering  what  ls  to  be  the  plain  evidence  of 
the  facts  when  the  cascade  of  platitudinous  ut- 
terances comes  to  an  end.  However  close  the 
rapprochement  between  Mr.  MacDonald  and  Mr. 
Hoover  there  ls  much  left  to  be  explained  affect- 
ing the  facts  of  the  situation.  80  far  there  has 
been  a  surfeit  of  words  The  next  move  by  the 
protaganlsta  might  well  be  that  of  taking  the 
people  of  the  two  nations  Into  their  confidence 
about  what  Is  actually  proposed.  That,  at  least 
would  be  a  step  in  the  direction  of 
diplomacy. 

DANT7IO  AND  GDYNIA 

After  a  period  of  peaceful  Individual  develop- 
ment there  are  signs  that  the  Free  state  of 
Dantzlg  and  Poland  are  at  loggerheads  again. 
Dantaig.  though  no  longer  Incorporated  In  the 
Reich,  is  unmistakably  German  There  are. 
however,  certain  economic  Issues  which  cause 
annoyance.  The  populace  Is  aroused  by  the 
progress  of  the  "upstart"  port  of  Gdynia  created 
on  Polish  soil  not  twenty  miles  away  it  also 
resents  the  "Intrusion"  of  Polish  business  men. 
Among  the  major  questions  which  have  agitated 
Polish -Dantzlg  relations  may  be  cited  the  affair 
of  the  pillar  boxes— trivial  In  Itself,  but  Involving 
the  question  whether  Poland  had  a  privileged 
position  in  the  town  as  well  as  the  port  of  Dant 
alg-and  the  affair  of  the  Westerplatte.  where 
Poland  tried  to  establish  an  ammunition  dump 
to  the  great  indignation  of  the  people  of  Dant 
gig.  who  declared  the  dump  would  be  a  menace 
to  safety.  Both  cases  went  to  the  League  of 
Nations,  with  the  result  that  Poland  won  a  tem- 
pered victory  In  the  first  and  Danuig  in  the 
second 

It  is  not  easy  to  decide  to  what  extent  the 
residents  are  right  in  thinking  that 
Odynla  ls  depriving  them  of  business  Dantzlg 
has  many  unemployed,  but  so  has  the  German 
port  of  Stettin,  further  to  the  west.  The  capacity 
of  Dantzlg  harbor  Is  limited  by  the  length  of  the 
wharves  along  the  Vistula,  around  which  the 
town  ls  built.  It  would  be  an  extremely  expen- 
sive business  to  expand  the  port  beyond  Its 
present  size.  Odynla.  on  the  other  hand,  ls  being 
built  on  the  open  sea  and  can  expand  Indefl 
nltely  without  great  difficulty,  and  for  an  outlay 
not  prohibitive  Its  present  capacity  is  about 
2.000.000  tons  of  cargo  a  year,  and  is  rapidly 
developing. 

Dantzlg  perhaps  has  been  In  a  measure  to 
blame  for  Poland's  decision  to  have  a  port  of 
Its  own  During  the  war  between  Poland  and 
the  Soviets  In  1920.  Dantzlg,  on  the  plea  of  main- 
taining its  neutrality,  refneed  so  unload  cargoes 
of  munition*  destined  for  the  Polish  army,  with 
the  result  that  Poland  determined  never  to  be 
placed  in  the  position  of  a  suppliant  for  Dant 
sig's  favors  again  Dantzlg  s  rival  ls  built  on 
What  I*  known  to  the  world  as  the  "Polish  Corn 
doc,"  but  which  th*  Pole*  prefer  to  describe  as 

the  Poroorte.    The  Poles  justify  their 


rhe  Wheat  Pool,  In  withholding  shipments 
until  It  can  get  the  price  which  It  demands  for 
Its  grain.  Is  engaged  In  the  experiment  of  seeing 
whether  a  law  of  political  economy  can  be  re- 
versed In  other  words.  It  ls  attempting  to  Insure 
that  hereafter  the  co-operative  seller  rather 
than  the  buyer  shall  make  the  market  It  Is  not 
an  easy  task  to  shoot  holes  in  the  law  of  supply 
and  demand  The  Wheat  Pool  started  Its  career 
with  the  object  of  Insuring  "orderly  marketing ." 
Up  to  this  year  It  has  done  very  well.  It  has 
provided  for  a  lean  crop  year,  such  as  the  pres- 
ent, by  having  a  considerable  carry-over  of  the 
crop  of  1928  still  In  the  elevators  of  the  Country 
It  ls  now  attempting  to  hold  that  carry-over  and 
this  year's  crop  until  It  can  command  the  prices 
It  wants.  European  countries  are  buying  else- 
where because  lower  prices  are  obtainable  Even 
the  argument  that  better  wheat  can  be  obtained 
for  higher  prices  from  this  country  la  not  stirring 
Europe  to  any  change  of  policy. 

When  It  ls  remembered  that  Europe  can  do 
without  a  great  deal  of  the  wheat  she  has  been 
in  the  habit  of  getting  in  recent  years,  by  the 
simple  expedient  of  eating  less  bread  and  more 
of  equally  nourishing  comestibles,  It  ls  by  no 
certain  that  ultimate  Justification  will 


attend  the  Wheat  Pool's  policy.    Many  wheels 

of  Industry  are  locked  by  the  wheat  tie-up  in  situation  squarely  and  "direct 
the  country.  The  earnings  of  the  railway  com- 
panies are  falling,  and  this  in  turn  will  be  re- 
flected adversely  on  the  fortunes  of  the  tax- 
payers, since  more  money  will  have  to  be  forth- 
coming to  sustain  the  fortunes  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railways.  Despite  Its  disadvantages 
the  wheat  situation,  as  decreed  by  the  Wheat 
Pool,  has  Interesting  aspects.  The  most  interest- 
ing of  all  ls  the  attempt  to  prove  that  one  appar- 
ently well-established  principle  of  political  econ- 
omy can  be  reversed. 


British  Industrialists  do  not  think  it  safe, 
from  experience,  to  lend  their  credit  for  the 
purpose  of  bolstering  up  the  trade  of  Soviet 
Russia.  Mr.  Ramsay  MacDonald's  Government 
thinks  otherwise,  but  then  in  the  latter  case  the 
money  of  the  taxpayers  ls  the  only  concern.  It 
Is  never  regarded  as  necessary  that  It  should  be 
Invested  with  the  same  vigilance  as  ls  given  to 
private  capital.

Wnm  ra*  agptsSe  Mall  *'.a  Bststml 
Canada  a  experience  with  ihe 
liquor  problem  during  the  years  1921 
to  1927  ui  described  briefly  and  im- 
partially by  Reginald  E.  Heme.  Of 
Victoria.  In  a  book  entitled  "Prohi- 
bition or  'Control?'  "  published  by 
Lmigmans,  Oreen  A:  Co.  He  has 
purposely  refrained  from  any  at- 
tempt to  measure  the  merits  or  de- 
lects of  government  control  In  terms 
Of  social  or  moral  balancing  but  Ls 
content  to  collate  the  facta  and  con- 
struct the  framework  for  »  farther 
analysis  of  the  subject 

A.s  the  author  points  out.  thf  u>. 
velepmem  of  the  system  of  govern- 
ment control  in  one  after  another  at 
the  seven  provinces  that  have 
adopted  it  has  fox-used  attention 
upon  this  experiment  as  one  equally 
important  In  V*  results  to  the  North 
American  continent  with  that 
•al  prohibition  tn  the  I  ui'r  !  Ht.it-, 
The  political  Institutions  of  both 
I  ountries  are  assuming  an  Increas- 
ing international  importance,  not 
the  least  Ot  which  is  the  determined 
effort  to  chooae  a  course  which  of- 
fers some  solution  of  the  liquor 
problem  During  earlier  years  the 
liquor  laws  of  Canada  exhibited  a 
varying  adherence  to  European 
standards  until  the  war  brought 
total  prohibition  But.  the  author 
says,  the  five  years  or  more  of  pro- 
hibitory law  witnessed  a  declining 
standard  of  hotel  management  and 
efficiency  and  a  dlareapect  for  law 
which  promiscuous  bootlegging  and 
its  acceptance  by  the  public  aa  a 
no-licence  system  encouraged.  In 
Ontario  the  proposal  of  government 
control  was  submitted  to  the.  elec- 
torate In  December,  1928.  as  the 
direct  policy  of  a  government  ap- 
pealing for  a  continuation  in  office. 
Instead  of  by  a  referendum  to  the 
people,  although  this  very  Issue  had 
been  rejected  at  a  plebiscite  held 
two  years  previously.

Ferguson,  in  an  address  to  his  con- 
stituents, "It  would  be  better,  where]

supply  necessary  to  meet  this  de- 
mand through  recognized  and  prop- 
erly controlled  channels  in  the 
open,  and  that  the  profits  now  en- 
riching the  dealers  should  be  made 
available  for  public  uses  and  the  re- 
duction of  taxation  in  Ontario?" 
"BOOTLEGGING"  ACTIVITIES 
An  affirmative  vote  of  about  sixty 
to  forty  favored  a  trial  of  govern- 
ment control.  The  prospect  of  pro- 
fits for  the  use  of  the  province  un- 
questionably contributed  towards 
convincing  both  rural  and  urban 
voters.  As  Mr.  Hose  points  out.  the 
use  of  the  word  profits  is  somewhat 
of  a  misnomer,  likely  to  overshadow 
the  real  purpose  of  the  legislation. 
In  reality  it  is  used  to  indicate  a 
predetermined  surplus  over  expendi- 
ture, and  the  selling  prices  to  the 
public  are  fixed  with  a  clear  knowl- 
edge of  the  probable  overhead  coats 
of  the  commission  The  bad  habits 
implanted  during  the  prohibitory 
period  have  left  their  mark  and  it  Li 
fair  to  comment  upon  the  difficul- 
ties thrust  on  the  commission 
through  bootlegging  activities,  the 
suppression  of  which  is  Insuperably 
hampered  by  the  entire  southern 
boundary  of  the  Dominion  being 
contiguous  to  a  dry  territory.  '  Prom 
a  careful  observance  of  the  press," 
says  Mr.  Hose,  "it  is  clear  that  the 
merchandising  arrangements  which 
the  commission  has  provided  through 
the  stereo  has  been  generally  com- 
mended. But  little  criticism  or  com- 
plaint has  been  voiced  and  the  man- 
agement has  been  more  frequently 
referred  to  as  fulfilling  in  a  satis- 
factory way  the  decision  of  the 
people  to  purchase  their  require- 
ments In  this  manner  " 

In  the  two  experiments  there  Is 
this  pronounced  difference,  as  Mr. 
Hose  notes:  "The  American  system 
•eeks  to  attain  lie  object  by  com- 
pulsory control— a  veritable  consti- 
tutional strait -Jacket.  The  Cana- 
dian system  rests  its  attempt  upon 
self-control,  depending  upon  the 
traditional  common  sense  of  the 
people  for  success  over  intemper- 
ance." But  Government  control 
cannot  remain  detached  from  the 
experiment  of  total  prohibition, 
which  in  the  United  States  has  al- 
ready assumed  the  proportions  of  a 
world-wide  crusade 

Evidence  of  the  Americanization 
of  the  liquor  problem  Is  found  in 
the  new  Interpretation  of  treaties 
and  the  anti-smuggling  efrorts  of 
the  respective  countries.  Mr.  Hose 
concludes  that  the  method  adopted 
for  controllng  the  liquor  traffic  In 
the  separate  provinces  of  the  Do- 
minion is  a  radical  departure  from 
the  European  system,  yet  it  bears 
the  unmistakable  Imprint  of  ad- 
herence to  the  political  institutions 
of  Oreat  Britain,  and  If— like  the 
fate  which  befell  Atlantis—  the 
British  Isles  were  suddenly  sub- 
merged, the  traditional  ideals  would 
survive  In  the  broad  expanses  of  the 
Dominions  overseas,  where  the  cor- 
ner stone  would  continue  to,  be  the 
liberty  of  the  subject."

If  the  parents  were  able 
to  pay  other  hospitals  were  avail- 
able, but  no  pay  paUent  should  oc- 
cupy a  needed  bed  and  thus  keep 
some  boy  or  girl  waiting  for  treat- 
ment 

It  had  been  resolved,  too.  that 
there  would  be  no  restriction*  as  to 
rare,  religion,  or  fraternal  affilia- 
tion, the  only  stipulations  being  that 
'.he  child  shall  be  crippled  or  de- 
formed, that  the  case  presented 
reasonable  hope  of  Improvement, 
that  the  child  was  normal  mentally, 
that  the  parents  wen-  unable  to  pay, 
and  the  child  under  fourteen  years 
of  age. 

1.BO0  ON   WAITING  LIST 

Although  the  number  of  hnnpltals 
had  greatly  Increaaed  the  need  is 
lncreaalngly  demonstrated,  and  at 
the  present  time  there  were  nearly 
eighteen  hundred  children  on  the 
waiting  list.  The  decision  to  open 
a  ten-bed  hospital  on  Vancouver 
Island  was  In  line  with  the  general 
plan  to  develop  the  accommodation.

In  the  affected 
region,  made  it  necessary  to  take 
decisive  steps  in  reprisal  The  Soviet 
statement  reached  Harbin  by  way 
of  KharbarovBk  and  added  that  the 
same  punishment  would  follow  any 
future  repetitions  of  aggression  by 
the  Chinese. 

SENTENCE  INFLICTED 
TOKJO.  Oct.  15—  Rengo  News 
Agency  dispatched  from  Harbin. 
Manchuria,  said  today  that  sen- 
tences ranging  from  two  to  nine 
years'  Imprisonment  had  been  Im- 
posed on  thirty-seven  persona  ar- 
rested by  Manchurien  authorities 
In  their  raid  on  the  Russian  Con- 
sulate last  May 

It  was  said  this  raid,  which  pre- 
cipitated the  seizure  of.  the  Chinese 
Eastern  Railway,  had  brought  on 
the  conflict  between  Russia  and 
China  in  Manchuria. 

The  trial,  which  took  place  in  a 
Manchurian  local  court,  lasted  from 
October  2  until  October  8  All  those 
convicted  sre  expected  to  appeal. 
They  are  held  guilty  of  "violating 
the  three  peoples'  principles  of  Sun 
Yat  Sen.  snd  violating  the  law 
against  subversive  assemblages."

REPORT  OF  NATIONAL 
A  splendid  resume  or  the  recent 
conference  of  Federated  Canadian 
Clubs  held  at. Quebec  was  given  by 
Mrs.  C.  C.  Spofford.  the  president, 
who  went  as  representative  of  the 
Victoria  Women's  Canadian  Club. 

Both  the  practical  and  tempera* 
mental  aspects  of  the  meeting  were 
presented  in  a  concise  half-hour 
address. 

Held  at  the  Chateau  Frontenac. 
Quebec,  the  conference  was  attended 
by  about  one  hundred  delegates,  the 
Hon.  H  o.  Carroll.  Lleutenant-Oov- 
ernor  of  Quebec,  officiating  at  the 
formal  opening.  Hla  greetings  were 
followed  by  an  address  on  "National 
Character  Building."  in  .which  he 
touched  on  the  proud  history  which 
lay  behind  the  preaent-day  Cana- 
dian. A  country  with  such  a  noble 
background  merited  something 
better  than  the  expression  of  a 
shallow  patriotism 

-Why  Have  We  Canadian  Clubs?" 
was  a  question  round  which  Major 
J.  B.  Macdonnell,  of  Montreal, 
president  of  the  Federated  Cana- 
dian Clube,  arranged  some  interest- 
ing discussion  In  his  annual  ad- 
dress. England,  he  pointed  out,  had 
no  English  clubs;  France  had  no 
French  clubs.  The  reason  was  that 
in  these  countries  national  character 
had  already  been  matured,  whereas 
in  Canada  It  was  still  in  the  mak- 
ing. If  Canada  were  to  reach  the 
true  statu*  of  nationhood  within 
the  commonwealth  of  the  Empire, 
then  she  must  forget  in  her  cor- 
porate personality  the  matter  of  an 
East  or  a  West  and  think  as  one. 
with  a  vision  broader  than  any  pro- 
vincialism. The  objective  of  the 
Canadian  Club  was  to  mould  the 
national  consciousness,  and  to  thia 
end  the  ctub  could  function 
through  the  two  avenues  of  the 
spoken  word  and  the  printed  page. 
Reference  was  made  to  the  re- 
vival of  interest  In  club  organisa- 
tion. Following  the  war  a  decline 
of  Interest  had  set  in.  and  sixty  of 
the  clubs  dropped  out  of  existence 
Three  years  ago.  however,  the  fed- 
erated clubs  had  appointed  a  na- 
tional secretary  and  established 
headquarters  at  Ottawa.  The  re- 
sult had  been  entirely  satisfactory, 
the  number  of  clubs  In  the  federa- 
tion since  then  having  grown  from 
fifty -three  to  107.  with  over  36.000 
members.  Last  year  had  been  in- 
augurated a  aerie*  of  speakers'  tours 
and  during  the  intervening  time 
eighty-tour  clubs  had  been  fur- 
nished with  four  speakers  each. 

The  value  of  the  club  Journsl  in 
furnishing  an  avenue  for  the  dis- 
cussion of  matters  of  Canada -wide 
and  Imperial  interest  was  touched 
upon.  The  last  issue,  for  instance, 
had  given  a  splendid  review  of  the 
I'm  Alone  case. 

One  of  the  other  special  matters 
discussed  at  the  conference  had 
been  the  teaching  of  Canadian  his- 
tory In  the  school*  of  Canada.  In 
this  connection  a  questionnaire  waa 
being  circulated  amongst  teachers 
and  professors  across  the  country, 
and  from  the  replies  It  was  an- 
ticipated that  some  pronouncement 
would  in  due  course  be  made. 

Mrs.  Spofford  announced  the  de- 
cision to  hold  the  next  annual 
meeting  at  London.  Ontario.  A  re- 
cital of  some  of  the  many  social 
activities  planned  far  the  delegates 
during  their  stay  In  Quebec  brought 
the  report  to  an  end.  One  of  the 
moat  enjoyable  features  had  been 
a  drive  round  the  historic  Isle 
d  Orleans  Two  luncheons  had  been 
given,  and  two  of  the  recent  ion- 
were  one  at  Government  House 
the  other  by  the  Quebec  Women's 
Canadian  Club  president. 

Mrs  Peter  McNaughton.  seconded 
by  Mrs  Campbell,  moved  a  hearty 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Spofford  for 
her  interesting  report.  Another  vote 
of  thanks  waa  to  the  retiring  offi- 
cer!, moved  by  Mra  James  Fletcher 
snd  Mra  James  Adam  The  In- 
coming president.  Mrs  Scurrah. 
presented  Mrs.  Spofford  with  a 
beautiful  bouquet  in  appreciation  of 
her  year's  work.

It  may 
occur  with  those  of  a  rheumatic 
tendency,  those  having  pelvic  tu- 
mors, or  In  ease  of  either  a  nerve 
Injury,  nerve  inflammation,  and  in 
certain  spinal  diseases 

Sciatica  la  usually 
by  sharp  stabbing  pains  or  a 
Ing  pain  about  the  hip  region 

form  of  sciatica  Is  caused  by 
an  inflammation  of  the  nerve 
caused  through  a  deposit  of  rheu- 
matic poisons  The  pain  may  start 
in  the  back  of  the  saensm  and  ex- 
tend down  the  leg  In  both  the  front 


and  back  This  form  of  sciatica  tt 
easily  cured  through  a  dietetic  treat- 
ment which  will  eliminate  ihe  rheu- 
matic pot*ons.  Another  form  of 
sciatica  may  be  from  any  pressure 
tn  the  pelvis,  such  as  from  a  packed 
rectum  due  to  constipation.  The 
pressure  may  also  come  during  the 
latter  months  of  pregnancy,  or  be 
due  to  the  growth  of  pelvic  tumors 
If  she  tumor  pr eases  toward  the 
right  side  of  the  abdomen,  the  pain 
may  shoot  down  Into  the  right  leg. 
and  in  the  case  of  certain  kinds  of 
cystic  tumors  where  the  tumor 
changes  Us  position  from  one  side 
of  the  pelvis  to  the  other,  the  pain 
may  change  from  one  lea  to  the 
other,  according  to  whether  the 
tumor  Is  pressing  to  th*  right  or  to 
;  the  left. 

Another  form  of  sciatica  is 
from  a  malposition  of  the 


lumbar  vertebrae  or  the  sacro-tllec 
bones  of  the  pelvis  Such  faulty 
position  often  cause  a  pressure  on 
branches  of  the  sciatic  nerve  and 
the  pain  will  continue  until  the 
proper  treatment  Is  given  to  adjust 
the  bones  to  their  normal  positions 

One  form  of  sciatica  is  caused 
from  either  tuberculosis  of  these 
same  spinal  or  pelvic  bones  or  from 
a  localised  case  of  rheumatoid  arth- 
ritis of  these  Joints  Sometimes  the 
hip  Joint  may  alone  be  affected 
with  arthritis  or  tuberculosis  and 
the  Inflammation  from  this  one 
Joint  may  affect  the  sciatic  nerve 
in  such  s  way  aa  to  cause  eeitlca. 

A  careful  diagnosis  Is  usually 
necessary  In  order  to  arrive  at  a 
correct  ronrlufton  concerning  the 
exact  causes  of  any  specific  case  of 
sciatica.  One  of  the  simplest  tacts 
for  the  patient  to  use  at  home  is  to 
try  a  fast  for  about  a  week  to  see 
how  much  affect  this  wltl  Have  If 
there  is  not  a  decided  change  with- 
in a  week  on  an  orange  Juice  fast, 
the  patient  may  rest  assured  that

Now  with  passing  permitted  in  all 
directions,  all  over  the  Ice.  except 
across  the  blue  lines,  there 
be  do  end  to  the  different  attacks 
a  team  may  formulate  and  try  at 
varloua  times  during  the  sixty  min- 
utes' actual  playing 

ELIMINATES  WHISTLE 

The  new  code  will  eliminate 
whistle  blowing  almost  entirely  Ex- 
cessive roughness.  Interference, 
passing  over  the  blue  lines,  and  the 
holding  of  the  rubber  by  the  net 
minder  are  the  only  things  that  will 
cause  the  game  to  be  halted,  ac- 
cording to  Head  Referee  Cooper 
Smeaton.  There  will  be  little  time 
out.  and  the  question  before  the 
players  now  concerns  the  amount 
of  time  that  will  be  cut  off  each 
came. 

Will  a  game  be  too  short  to  pro- 
vide a  full  evening  s  entertainment? 
This  question  cannot  be  determined 
until  the  teams  actually  get  Into 
aetton.  but  the  club  owners  axe 
hoping  for  the  beat. 

Also  there  Is  the  question  whether 
or  not  the  changes  will  result  in 
too  much  scoring.  An  over  supply 
of  any  commodity  often  Is  quite  as 
disagreeable  as  a  famine.  And  It 
is  problematical  whether  the  public 
will  turn  against  10-to«9  games  as 
they  rebelled  over  scoreless  ties  and 
l-to-0  defensive  battles  But  this 
la  not  worrying  them,  as  the  time 
is  cut  out  through  the  absence  of  the 
whistle  That  u  the  paramount 
Issue  right  now  and  one  real  con- 
cern over  the  new  rules. 

On  the  whole  the  new  attacking 
rules  seem  to  be  a  step  In  the  right 
direction,  but  there  can  be  no  doubt 
about  the  benefits  of  the  code  form- 
ulated for  the  defence.  Hereafter, 
only  three  men.  Including  the  Del 
minder,  will  be  permitted  behind 
the  blue  line,  and  any  defending 
forward  who  crosses  the  strip  be- 
fore the  play  will  be  penallied  two 
minutes.  This  will  make  It  impos- 
sible for  a  team  to  get  one  goal  and 
then  throw  up  a  five- man  defence 
in  front  of  the  cage  guardian.  8uch 
tactics  were  the  most  objectionable 
feature  of  last  season's  campaign, 
and  all  hockey  followers  will  r#> 
JfltOf  that  too  tight  defensive  play 
Is  a  thing  of  the  past. 

Also  the   power  of  the  referees 
will  be  curbed.    That  is.  little  will 
be    left    to  their  discretion.  Last 
year  s  rules  could  be  lnterprr 
too  many  ways,  with  the  result  that 
players  and  spectators  never  knew 
Just  what  to  expect  from  the  offi- 
cials.   Offside  play  was  a  matter  of 
personal  opinion,  and  many  a  game 
was  won  and  lost  because  some  ref- 
eree ruled  out  a  goal  on  his  vlew- 
I  point.  whlrh  often    differed  from 
'  everyone  else  In  the  arena. 
*       RULES  OF  REFEREES 

Now  the  officials  will  be  there 
merely  to  see  that  the  disc  is  not 
passed  over  the  blue  lines,  to  keep 
rough  tactics  down,  to  see  that  the 
rubber  is  not  kicked  Into  the  net. 
and  also  that  the  net  minder  doe* 
not  prevent  goal  by  clinging  firmly 
to  the  disc. 

Holding  of  the  rubber  will  not  be 
permitted,  and  when  this  occurs 
there  will  be  a  face-off  ten  feet 
from  the  net.  with  no  one  between 
the  face-off  and  the  cage  but  the 
man  who  wears  the  pads.  Although 
it  will  not  be  permissible  to  kick  in 
a  goal,  kicking  will  be  allowed  all 
over  the  ice.

OAKLAND.  Cal.  Oct  18  —  Con- 
vertible transport  airplanes  are 
being  built  for  the  time  when  the 
air  mall  will  be  sorted  In  transit 
They  are  tri- motored,  eighteen -pas- 
senger ships  that  may  be  made  into 
a  flying  postoffice  within  twenty- 
four  hours.  Carriers  of  the  trans- 
continental mall  estimate  that  three 
hours  would  be  cut  from  the  present 
time  if  msll  clerks  were  aboard  the 
airplanes  to  sort,  the  thousands  of 
letters  carried  dally 

The  cabins  of  the  aerial  post- 
office  are  nineteen  and  one-half  feet 
long  seven  feet  high  and  five  and 
one-half  feet  wide  Meals  can  be 
obtained  aboard  as  there  is  a  buffet.

With  supplies  on  the  Prairies  and 
also  in  the  East  at  a  low  ebb.  buyers 
In  various  part*  of  the  continent 
are  turning  to  British  Columbia. 

The  supplies  which  are  being 
shipped  from  Vancouver  Island  and 
other  part*  of  the  province  are  sur- 
plus stocks,  as  the  dealers  cannot 
afford  to  begin  sending  out  fresh 
eggs  while  the  Inquiry  1*  right  up 
to  the  quantity  on  stock.  Even  in 
the  face  of  the  heavy  duty  on  Cana- 
dian ejrgs.  British  Columbia  shipper* 
recently  sent  out  one  carlot  as  far 
East  as  Pittsburgh  and  thirty-five 
cases  of  extra*  and  first*  to  a 
Seattle  distributor.  These  two  con- 
signments plainly  show  that  a 
shortage  of  high-grade  eggs  prevails 
in  the  United  State*,  and  also  show* 
the  high  esteem  in  which  Canadian 
eggs  are  held  by  American  dealer*. 

Egg  receipts  throughout  Victoria 
and  district  are  very  light,  but  the 
demand  stUl  is  a*  strong  as  ever 
Higher  grades  are  becoming  scarce, 
due  to  the  heavy  shipments  to  be 
sent  to  the  West  Coast  of  the  Island 
Price*  to  producer*  from  the  deal- 
ers are  as  follows:  Extras.  45;  firsts. 
42;  pullet  extras.  38;  peewees.  24 
cent*  a  dozen.  Retailer*  are  quot- 
ing Extras.  48  to  50:  first*.  46  to 
47;  pullet  extras.  41  to  43.  and 
peewees.  27  to  29  cent*  a  dcaen.

More  than  ten  years  have  passed 
flnre  Oeneral  Maude  entered  Bag- 
dad, the  capital  of  Iraq,  and  prom- 
ised  the  Arabs  freedom  frdrn  the  op- 
pression of  the  Turk.  There  was 
Joy  on  all  sides,  for  those  Arabs, 
more  naive  than  wily,  had  a  dif- 
ferent meaning  for  freedom  than 
had  the  British.

When  they  discovered  that  West- 
ern civilisation  was  to  be  Introduced 
there  was  skepticism  In  some  quar- 
ters, faint  enthusiasm  in  others 
snd,  among  the  Arab  masses,  little 
understanding  of  what  It  Involved. 
But  when  they  came  to  realise  and 
to  feel  the  pinch  of  having  to  sup- 
port, that  civilisation,  they  began  to 
look  around.  They  sew.  to  their 
minds,  that  they  were  paying  to 
keep  a  foreign  power  on  their  soli 
and  they  revolted.  Airplanes  ad- 
ministered swift  punishment  to 
them  and  became  the  symbol  of  all 
that  was  seen  as  bad  In  the  wielding 
of  British  power. 

The  British  were  In  Iraq  as  tutors. 
The  economists  could  point  to  rich 
oil  wells  in  the  Mosul  area,  the  im- 
perialists to  the  necessity  or  main- 
taining British  communications 
with  India.  With  the  advent  of  the 
airplane  the  safeguarding  of  an  air- 
way through  Iraq  by  way  of  Bag- 
dad to  Basra  became  of  greater  and 
greater  Importance.  But  In  vain 
It  was  pointed  out  that  an  air  route 
could  never  be  safeguarded  over  the 
desert,  except  st  tremendous  ex- 
pense In  men  and  money,  while  the 
Arabs  remained  hostile  and  British 
planes  were  regarded  with  deep 
hatred  as  the  weapons  of  tyrants. 

Britain  went  Into  Iraq  against  the 
wishes  of  s  great  many  prominent 
British  statesmen,  who  srgued  thst 
the  country  had  enough  respon- 
sibility on  its  hands  In  caring  for 
the  world's  greatest  empire.

To  Rival  Famous  Players 
Is  Rumor  in  Film  Circles 


TORONTO.  Ocl  14  Now  that  the 
tremors  which  so  recently  shook  the 
Inner  sanctums  of  Canadian  motion 
picture  circles  have  subsided  and 
now  that  the  dissension.  Which  re- 
vealed Itself  through  the  medium  of 
interviews  and  statements  to  the 
press  has  been  succeeded  bv  a 
solemn  huah  at  least  as  fai  .«••  me 
general  public  Is  concerned  a  large 
question  mark  begins  to  be.  ome 
more  and  more  noticeable  up^rt  the 

film  bottla* 

Mr  N  L  Nathaavm  Is  no  Linger 
the  managing  director  of  Famous- 
Players  Canadian  Corporation  by 
many  times  the  most  powerful  fac- 
tor in  the  business  of  exhibiting  mo- 
tion pictures  throughout  Canada 
Mr  Nathanson  dfcagreemcnt  with 
his  fellow  trustee  Mr  1  W  K.llam 
of  Montreal,  who  with  Adolph 
Zukor.  of  New  York  mud--  Bp  the 
triumvirate  controlling  with  jm aides 
of  this  great  theatre  chain.  Is 
scarcely  a  secret  to  anyone  who 
reads  the  papers.  Mr.  Nathanson 
has  resigned  and,  apparently,  pro- 
poses to  continue  in  that  position 

What  now  concerns  film  circles 
Is  the  question  whether  this  falling 
out  among  high  officials  will  ulti- 
mately result  in  the  creation  of  a 
second  and  rival  theatre  chain  In 
this  country  The  question  BOOM 
within  the  category  usually  listed  as 
burning.  The  curiosity  of  those 
within  the  industry  is  particularly 
acute  because  Mr.  Nathanson  has 
not.  In  any  Interview,  hinted  at  any- 
thing of  the  sort.  It  Is  the  opinion 
of  those  who  make  screen  entertain- 
ment their  business  that  this  would 
be  the  logical  outcome  of  the 
fracas.  It  Is  also  their  opinion 
that,  should  it  be  a  real  possibility, 
it  is  more  unlikely  than  ever  that 
any  public  mention  of  the  proposal 
would  reach  the  news  columns. 

It  is  most  necessary  to  note 
clearly,  at  this  point,  that  on  the 
rights  or  wrongs  of  the  actual  dis- 
agreement whidi  i  a  used  the  Nath- 
anson  resignation,  few  informed 
Aim  men  are  prepared  to  take  sides. 
They  are.  at  least  in  their  public 
conversations,  strictly  Impartial, 
feeling  that  if  Messrs  Nathanson 
and  Klllam  cannot  decide  who  Is 
right  between  them  an  outsider 
could  scarcely  do  so. 

LEGENDARY  SCREEN  CZAR 

But  ever  since  the  resignation 
news  first  broke,  the  possibility  of  a 
new  Canadian  chain  has  been  much 
discussed  It  still  holds  front  rank 
place  among  Interesting  topics  of 
conversation.  The  reason  for  It  Is 
Mr  Nathanson  himself.  Within  the 
film  Industry,  he  has  never  been 
known  as  a  man  of  Inaction  To 
those  whose  career  is  in  the  box- 
office  or  at  its  nearby  executive 
desks,  he  has  been  the  dominating 
figure  in  the  Dominion's  motion 
'  <re  business.  He  appeared  to 
them  as  the  driving  force  behind 
Famous  Players  and  would  soon 
have  assumed,  in  many  managerial 
minds,  the  status  of  an  almost 
legendary  czar  of  Canadian  .screens. 
The  word.  In  fact,  has  already  been 
used  to  describe  him  and  on  no  few 
occaslona 

He  began  with  one  or  two  exceed- 
ingly minor  neighborhood  houses  In 
Toronto,  rapidly  piling  theatre  on 
theatre  till  the  present  Famous- 
Players  Corporation  emerged  with 
physical  assets  worth  many  million- 
theatres  numbering  far  over  a  hun- 
dred  and  an  Influence  which  affected 
the  celluloid  business  in  every  sec- 
tion of  the  country.  The  theatres 
stretched  from  Victoria  and  Van- 
001  M  to  M  !•':••»:  lad.  ] ' !  *  01 
time  ago,  expansion  into  the  Mari- 
tlmcs  was  commenced.  To  picture 
men  Famous-Players  was  N.  L 
Nathanson.  Canadian  business  men. 
such  as  Mr  Klllam.  who.  with  the 
amalgamation  of  Individual  theatres 
into  the  mammoth  chain,  began  to 
play  a  more  and  more  Important 
part,  still  remained,  as  far  as 
theatrical  circles  were  concerned. 
Indistinct  figures 

Picture  men.  therefore.  In  the 
light  of  their  experience,  cannot 
see  the  man  of  action  sitting  quietly 
back  and  doing  nothing  in  the  im- 
mediate future.  Hence  their  fore- 
cast that  another  chain  may  be  the 
outcome 

This  viewpoint  Is  supported  by  the 
stream  of  rumors,  almost  continuous 
for  more  than  a  year,  of  the  ap- 
proaching inauguration  of  a  rival 
movie  chain  Report  after  report 
went  the  rounds  and,  at  one  time  or 
another,  almost  every  leading  Holly- 
wood producer  was  linked  with  some 
such  attempt.  Stories  appeared  In 
the  press,  approximately  a  year  ago, 
intimating  that  Oaumont-Britlsh 
would  shortly  be  In  the  Canadian 
field,  and  the  exact  location  of  their 
first  theatre,  which  was  said  to  be 
planned  for  Toronto,  was  even  an-

ampsement,  a  million  dollars  goes 
only  a  brief  distance. 

It  la  also  worth  noting  that  what 
is  generally  referred  to  as  Famous 
Players  Canadian  Corporation  is  not 
one  company  but  a  whole  group  of 
companies.  They  deal  not  only  with 
the  showing  of  pictures  on  scores  of 
Canadian  screens  but  also  their  dis- 
tribution to  theatres  and  such  allied 
matters  as  the  booking  of  dramatic 
and  musical  offerings.  Just  what 
the  exact  situation  is.  following  Mr. 
Nathanson's  resignation  from  his 
position  at  the  head  of  the  largest 
unit,  is  something  which  few  people 
but  himself  could  say.  Presumably 
he  must  still  be  connected  with  a 
number  of  these  other  and  more  or 
less  affiliated  organizations. 

It  Is  all.  as  someone  has  so  Intel- 
ligently expressed  it,  very  Interest- 
ing. In  fact.  It  is  so  interesting 
that  some  film  men  are  apt  to  be 
tearing  their  hair  figuring  it  out. 
That  the  motion  picture  industry  in 
this  country,  and  particularly 
Famous  Players,  Is  being  watched 
by  Federal  authorities  with  the  gen- 
eral idea  of  carrying  °n  an  investi- 
gation only  gives  an  added  fillip  to 
the  excltemen' 

The  gentlemen  of  the  Canadian 
theatre  In  the  meantime,  wait.  In 
the  offices  of  the  hundred  and  more 
theatres  which  Mr  Nathanson  used 
to  direct,  there  hangs  a  portrait  of 
the  former  chief  and  sometimes 
three  or  four.  These  still  hold  their 
accustomed  and  honored  places,  as 
far  as  a  hurried  series  of  inquiries 
OtB  reveal  None  has  been  turned 
to  the  wall.  They.  too.  wait.  The 
general  Impression  is  that  something 
Is  apt  to  occur.
